Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  president 
of  BYU  since  the  early  fifties, 
announced  his  retirement  late 
last  night. 

“BYU  has  been  more  than  a 
job— it  has  been  almost  a home,  ” 
said  Dr.  Wilkinson,  brushing  a 
tear  from  his  eye. 

Mrs.  Wilkinson  said  she  hated 
to  leave  BYU  but  realized  that 
“w  e are  needed  someplace 
else.” 

LEAVES  SOON 

President  Wilkinson  will  leave 
Wednesday  for  New  York  to  start 
legal  action  on  behalf  of  an  In- 
dian tribe  in  the  Manhattan  area. 
Members  of  the  tribe  feel  their 
forefathers  were  unjustly  de- 
prived of  land  in  New  York.  “I’m 
going  to  get  settlement  for  the 
tribe,”  said  President  Wilkinson. 

“It  isn't  morally  right  for  any- 
one to  buy  an  area  the  size  of 
Manhattan  for  a few  beads.” 

20-YEAR  CASE 

The  Universe  contacted  the  bar 
association  in  New  York  and  a 
spokesman  for  the  legal  frater- 
nity there  said  he  thought  it 
would  take  at  least  20  years  for 
anyone  to  make  a case  of  the 
land  swindle.  Upon  hearing  Dr. 
Wilkinson  was  going  to  represent 
the  Indians,  the  bar  spokesman 
admitted  the  case  might  take 
only  10  years  to  prepare. 

Questioned  as  to  what  his  other 
plans  are,  President  Wilkinson 
said  he  was  also  patenting  a com- 
puterized memo  machine. 

“The  instrument  is  rather 
simple.”  he  admitted.  “I’ve 
simply  hooked  earphones  bet- 
ween the  IBM  machines  on  cam- 
pus and  my  secretaries.  When- 
ever something  seems  to  be  going 
wrong,  the  memo  machine  over- 
rides the  computer  and  instructs 
my  secretary  what  kind  of  a 
memo  to  write.  In  a good  day  we 
can  fire  off  three  or  four  hund- 
red memos.  It’s  just  the  thing 


for  busy  corporation  presidents 
who  want  to  solve  problems  be- 
fore they  start.”

•es  toward  peace.” 

Tie  President  said  he  intended 
ievote  every  hour  of  every  day 
the  remainder  of  his  presiden- 
to  working  for  peace  in  Viet- 
n.

nouncement  with  tears  in  his 
eyes. 

The  surprise  anouncement  that 
he  would  not  accept  the  nomi- 
nation came  after  he  talked  about 
37  years  of  service  to  the  nation 
and  the  fears  that  he  had  about 
the  divisiveness  of  the  develop- 
ing political  fight  within  his  own 
party. 

UNITY  OF  PEOPLE 

During  the  announc  e m e n t, 
Johnson  recalled  how  he  took 
over  the  White  House  after  the 
assassination  of  John  Kennedy  on 
Nov.  22,  1963.  He  quoted  the  late 
President  as  saying  that  the  na- 
tion must  be  ready  to  bear  any 
burden,  meet  any  hardship  to 
“assure  the  survival  and  success 
of  liberty.” 

“We  have  kept  that  (^impact,” 
Johnson  said.  “I  shall  continue 


to  keep  it.”  he  added,  “what- 
ever the  trials  and  tests  ahead, 
the  strength  of  the  country  will 
lie  . . . in  the  unity  of  our  people.” 

The  President's  decision  was 
a shock  to  even  his  close  associ- 
ates, It  added  great  impact  to  his 
call  for  peace  talks.  In  his  speech, 
the  President  challenged  Presi- 
den  Ho  Chi  Minh  “to  respond 
positively  and  favorable  to  this 
new  step  toward  peace”  —his  an- 
nouncement that  he  had  ordered 
the  bombing  ended  over  areas 
including  “90  per  cent  of  North 
V’ietnam's  population  and  most 
of  its  territory.” 

COMPETE  SECRET 

Johnson’s  voice  appeared  to 
break  when  he  spoke  of  the  day 
52  months  ago  when  he  took  over 
after  the  assassination  of  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Kennedy. 


The  chief  Executive’s  eyes  were 
red-rimmed  as  he  sat  at  his  desk 
before  the  television  cameras.  His 
decision  was  completely  a secret 
and  kept  from  his  close  associ- 
ates. 

His  family  was  with  him  in  his 
Oval  Room  office  at  the  White 
House  as  he  delivered  his  his- 
toric statement. 

Following  are  the  responses  of 
several  members  of  the  political 
science  department,  both  Demo- 
crats and  Republicans. 

Dr.  Rudolpho  Martinez  com- 
mented that  the  President  realizes 
his  lack  of  popularity  and  per- 
haps like  Truman  or  Cooledge  he 
either  wants  a way  out  or  unify- 
ing support. 

Dr.  Buckwalter,  a new  member 
of  our  faculty,  stated  that  John- 
son doesn’t  want  to  go  down  as 


the  first  American  President  to 
lose  a war.  He  will  either  leave 
this  distinction  to  his  successor 
or  possibly  might  get  the  unity 
necessary  from  his  party  to  do 
what  is  necessary  to  succeed. 

He  also  commented  that  John- 
son is  trying  to  show  his  inten- 
tions are  apolitical  in  an  effort 
to  bring  the  war  and  other  press- 
ing problems  to  a head.  If  he 
succeeds,  the  people  and  the 
party  might  come  to  his  aid  and 
re-elect  him.  If  he  does  not,  then 
he  has  been  spared  the  stigma 
of  defeat,  and  the  problem  is  not 
his. 

Dr.  Buckwalter  further  stated 
he  doubted  the  Viet  Cong  or  Han- 
oi would  respond  to  any  peace 
overtures  until  after  the  Novem- 
ber elections.  They  will  fare  much 
better  at  the  conference  table 
with  a new  administration  who 
must  act  different  from  the  prev- 
ious.

The  General  Priesthood  ses- 
sion which  is  noimally  closed  to  the  public  will  for  the  first 
time  be  broadcast  on  KSL  radio  and  television.

The  theme  of  this  conference  is  “Profile  for  Progress.” 
The  Primary  and  Sunday  School  will  also  have  conferences. 
The  Primary  conference  will  be  on  Wednesday  while  the 
Sunday  School  plans  a Sunday  evening  meeting. 

BYU  bishops’  day  will  be  April  4.  At  this  time  Bishops 
are  invited  to  BYU  to  meet  with  students  from  their  w’ai'ds. 

SPECIAL  DISPLAYS  FOR  BISHOPS 

A special  display  in  the  Library  will  be  arranged  featur- 
ing the  recently  publicized  papyrii.  The  display  in  the 
Pioneer  room  will  also  feature  BYU’s  collection  of  rare 
books.  This  includes  seventeen  examples  of  books  printed 
during  the  fii'st  fifty  years  after  the  invention  of  the  print- 
ing press. 

Dantes  “Divine  Comedy”  dating  from  1487  and  a Nur- 
emburg  Bible  printed  in  1480  are  part  of  the  exhibit.

President  Hugh  B.  Brown  returned  last  week  from 
meeting  with  the  board  of  Nauvoo  Restoration  Inc.  at  Wil- 
liamsburg in  reference  to  historical  reconstruction. 

The  Church  has  an  interesting  story  to  tell  and  has  de- 
signed the  reconstruction  to  assist  in  telling  that  stoiy.  The 
visitor  center  will  be  a brick  building  befitting  old  Nauvoo. 
It  will  be  located  on  a sight  overlooking  the  Mississippi 
river. 

The  board  visited  with  officials  of  the  National  Parks 
Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation.  The  depart- 
ments were  complimentary  al>out  the  project  and  pledged 
their  help.

Take  it  from  someone  who  should 
know— assistant  track  coach  Sher- 
ald  James— distance  running  is 
more  than  lung  power  and  leg 
work.  You’ve  got  to  have  heart, 
plus  twice-daily  workouts,  to  come 
up  with  the  good  clockings. 

James,  who  assists  head  coach 
Clarence  Robison,  believes  that  the 
“heart”  housed  in  the  slender 
frames  of  his  half-milers,  milers 
and  two-milers  could  be  the  margin 
of  difference  between  a first  or 
second  place  finish  in  the  WAC 
meet  this  spring. 

BEST  GROUP 

Speaking  of  the  Cougar  distance 
runners,  James  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  current  group  is  the  best 
in  BYU  history. 

“I’ve  never  seen  a group  of  dis- 
tance men  who  are  closer  knit, 
who  are  more  dedicated,  or  who 
have  a stronger  will  to  win,”  he 
says.  “They  are  really  amazing.” 

Their  successes  in  three  outdoor 
meets  so  far  this  season  support 
this  feeling.  James  is  quick  to  cred- 
it twice-daily  workouts  and  a 
strong  competitive  heart  for  the 
dramatic  results. 

Last  year  the  Cougars  picked 
up  only  two  third-place  finishes 
in  the  three  events-^80,  mile  and 
two-mile— at  the  WAC  champion- 
ships in  Albuquerque. 

This  year,  if  they  can  remain 
whole,  the  BYU  performers  in 
these  three  events  could  add  a sub- 
: stantial  number  of  points  to  their 
; team’s  overall  total. 

' STRONG  COMPETITION 

James  also  believes  that  the  con- 
ference is  much  stronger  in  the 
' distances  this  year.  He  singled 
: out  Ron  Eller  of  New  Mexico  (4:06 
i mile),  Jerry  Jobski  (8:52.2  two- 
mile)  and  Ken  Robinson  (4:07 
mile)  of  Arizona  State,  and  Sal 
Mendoza  (4:08.8  mile)  and  Scott 
Bringhurst  (8:55.8  two-mile)  of 
Utah  as  some  of  the  better  distance 
runners  in  the  league  this  year.

Add  a bit  of  irony  to  this  pic- 
ture, however.  Even  with  this  kind 
of  crop  of  distance  men.  the  WAC 
marks  may  hold  up  for  another 
year,  since  the  championships  are ' 
scheduled  for  Laramie  where  the 
air  is  the  thinnest  in  the  league. 

“Right  now  we  have  five  men 
in  the  two-mile  who  have  better 
times  than  the  9:12.3  that  won 
the  two-mile  in  Albuquerque  last 
year,”  noted  James.  “Our  number 
five  man  has  a best  of  9:10.0,” 
he  added,  “so  you  can  see  how 
much  improvement  has  already 
been  made.” 

BYU  has  three  milers  who  could 
figure  high  in  the  standings,  too. 
Besides  Richards,  who  has  a best 
of  4:06.1  this  spring,  there  is  senior 
Ray  Rohatinsky  (4:08.1)  and  fresh- 
man Steve  Bergeson.  Steve  ran 
a 4:12.1  in  the  season  opener  at 
San  Jose,  thus  shaving  10-seconds 
off  his  previous  best. 

TIED  RECORD 

As  for  the  half-mile,  the  school 
record  has  already  been  tied  this 
season  by  two  Cougars.  Last  Sat- 
urday night  in  Tempe,  Ariz.,  fresh- 
man Stan  Bergeson  (twin  brother 
to  Steve)  nipped  sophomore  Jaakko 
Tuominen  at  the  tape  in  the  880. 


Both  were  timed  in  1:50.0,  which 
ties  the  school  record  set  by  Dean 
Lundell  in  1953. 

Add  to  this  880  group  the  fol- 
lowing: Doug  Peterson,  freshman 
who  holds  the  state  440  record  in 
Utah,  who  will  press  both  before 
the  season  is  over;  Jose  Avila,  a 
senior  who  is  recovering  from  an 
injury;  freshman  Paul  Hackett; 
and  senior  Bill  Delaney. 

BYU’s  quintet  of  two-milers  con- 
sists of  Larry  Winward  (8:53.2), 
Richards  (8:55.4),  Mike  Stone 
(9:01.6),  Ray  Rohatinsky  (9:04.0), 
and  fresh  man  Greg  Krause 
(9:10.0). 

TWICE  A DAY 

James,  who  was  a distance  run- 
ner of  note  at  BYU  in  the  50’s, 
credits  a special  kind  of  team  co- 
hesiveness among  his  distance 
men  and  twice-daily  workouts  for 
the  improvements. 

“In  my  opinion  no  great  distance 
runner  is  ever  produced  without 
working  out  twice  a day,”  the  BYU 
assistant  said. 

Many  of  the  BYU  distance  men 
are  up  at  six  in  the  morning  and 
put  in  a full  workout  before  break- 
fast. Even  in  bad  weather  with 
six  inches  of  snow  on  the  ground, 
iiey  are  out  and  running.

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Senator  Percy  Calls  For  Responsibility  \

Sen.  Charles  H.  Percy  wants 
to  hear  more  about  “responsible 
youth  power.” 

Addressing  an  estimated  5,000 
BYU  students  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house  Friday,  the  Illinois  Republi- 
can said,  “We  hear  too  much 
these  days  about  white  power, 
and  black  power,  and  even  flow- 
er power.”  He  called  upon  the  na- 
tion’s youth  to  “let  their  voices 
be  heard”  in  an  exercise  of  what 
he  termed  “responsible  youth 
power.” 

Percy  spoke  at  BYU  after  meet- 
ing in  Salt  Lake  City  with  Pres. 
David  0.  McKay.  He  was  accomp- 
anied by  his  wife  Loraine  and  son 
Roger,  as  well  as  by  Utah’s  Sen. 
Wallace  Bennett. 

INTRODUCTIONS 

Bennett,  who  was  introduced  by 
David  Warren,  president  of  the 
College  Republicans,  introduced 
Sen.  Percy.  Both  senators  were 
given  enthusiastic  standing  ova- 
tions. 

Percy,  whose  visit  was  co- 
sponsored by  the  ASBYU  Aca- 
demics Office  and  the  College  Re- 
publicans, began  his  remarks,  “I 
am  not  here  to  rebut  my  col- 


league in  the  senate,  Bobby  Ken- 
nedy. We  have  too  much  in  com- 
mon. We  both  think  there  must 
be  a change  in  this  Democratic 
Administration  in  Washington.  We 
both  think  the  war  in  Vietnam  has 
been  mishandled,  and  we  both 
think  the  Johnson  Administration 
has  been  filled  with  promises  and 
lacking  utterly  in  results.” 

He  asked  students  to  consider 
the  1968  Presidential  race  care- 
fully. “We  have  a choice,”  he 
said,  “between  four  more  years 
of  what  we  have  now,  and  a new, 
fresh,  dynamic  Republican  ad- 
ministration.” 

ALTERNATIVES 

The  senator  went  on  to  discuss 
the  “Republican  alternative”  in 
the  areas  of  housing,  jobs,  taxes, 
and  crime  control. 

HOUSING— “The  Republic  a n s 
in  the  Senate  have  proposed  the 
Bennett-Percy  Home  Ownership 
bill  which  would  give  the  low  in- 
come home  owner  a sense  of 
pride  in  something  that  is  his.” 

JOBS— “The  Republican  Hu- 
man Investment  Act  would  give 
a tax  incentive  to  any  industry 
that  will  educate  the  hard-core 
unemployed  and  provide  them 
with  jobs.
